Jimmy Doollttle'a original carrier-based 
expedition over Tokyo was In t!ic nature of 
a stunt. Every single feature of a mellcu- 
lou,5ly prepared plan had to function per- 
fectly, to make such an attack successful. 

Some damage was done, but every plane 
was Insi, along with many of their heroic 
crew members. The cost was much loo great 
for the results; 

Our new B-20's have chnnRcd the picture. 
Their enormou,^ r.inRe, speed and carrying 
capacity make it possible for us to bomb Ja- 
pan without exces.^lve cost In planes and per- 
sonnel, even before our enmpalgn or ap- 
proach gives us bases from which Fortrcs,scs 
and Liberators can do the Job. 

Tlie B-25 used by Jimmy Doollltle's flyers 
now htis become only a "short-range" bomb- 
er. The B- 17 Flying Fortrc.iscs and the B-24 
Liberators are only "medium range" planes. 
'IheB-29, developed and ru-shed Jnlo produc- 
tion particularly for the benefit of Hlrohlto, 
Is king of the air now. 

It la not to be expected that the first Super- 
fortress raid will be repeated at once. It must

Bui lust as tho-se who knew early that the 
high cost or the Doollttle raid precluded an- 
other, so wo all know that the B-2(l raid Is 
only the first In a series that will continue at 
ever smaller Intervals and with ever more 
dcvnstating weight until Tokyo and 'Yoko- 
hama, Osaka. Kobe, Kyoto, Nagoya and Na- 
gasaki become little more than heaps of rub- 
ble, ..
